There will be no time exten¬ 
sion for presentation to the gov¬ 
ernment by the Didsbury and 
District Hospital Task Force. 

Last Friday the chair of the 
Task Force, Dorothy Moore- 
Anderson heard the news and 
says she was disappointed but 
not surprised that the MLA com¬ 
mittee on the review of the health 
region boundaries turned down 
their request. 

Moore-Anderson says she and 
the other members of the Task 
Force still feel they have made 
the point that the boundaries of 
Regional Health Authority Five 
were inappropriate for this dis¬ 
trict. 

Moore-Anderson says that she 
and the other Task Force mem¬ 
bers were actually surprised that 
this region seemed to be one of 
the few that had real problems 
with the boundaries. She explains 
most regions had concerns but 
few were like the concerns of 
Didsbury and District. 

"I found we are certainly 
unique in our situation," she says. 
"It isn't like they are getting a 
flood of similar concerns." 

This may actually be a benefit 
to the region because it is hoped 
the minister will sit up and take 
notice of the situation. 

The MLA committee was set 
up by the health minister to ad¬ 
dress the problems that some re¬ 
gions were feeling were having an 
effect on the delivery of health 
care. In this area, as a huge public 
meeting late last winter identi¬ 
fied, the problem was that RHA5 
was losing money because the cur¬ 
rent boundaries align Didsbury 
and District with Drumheller.

Despite some reports, local 
MLA, Richard Marz insists the 
construction on Hwy. 2A will 
be a go ahead before the 1999 
Senior's Summer Games. 

Marz says he spoke with 
transportation minister, 
Walter Paskowski immedi¬ 
ately after reports indicated 
construction on the badly 
beaten up road would not be 
done in time for convenient 
transportation during the 
games. He says Paskowski told 
him that there was a realiza¬ 
tion that the highway is a 
major corridor between Olds 
and Didsbury who will jointly 
host the games. The minister 
told Marz the tender for re¬ 
construction will go out early 
in 1998. 

''We'll try to get it into good 


travelling condition by the end 
of 1998 so it is in good condi¬ 
tion for the games in 1999," 
says Marz. 

Highway 2A has long been 
a concern of the residents in 
the area because it is very 
narrow, full of potholes and 
has a high volume of traffic 
flow. Marz agrees and says 
the original reconstruction of 
the road was planned to take 
place during the summer of 
1999 exactly when the games 
are to be held. Representa¬ 
tives from both towns, the 
county and the games commit¬ 
tee sent letters to the provin¬ 
cial government asking that 
the project be moved to accom¬ 
modate the event. 

"Postponing the construc¬ 
tion one year is not an option 
to me because of a two day 


event," says Marz. He adds 
that although the road may 
not be in final pavement stage 
but, will certainly be surfaced 
enough for travelling effi¬ 
ciently between the two towns. 

However, having said all 
that, Marz cautions that 
weather is a mtyor considera¬ 
tion and if it doesn't cooperate 
next year then the plans could 
go off schedule. Repeatedly 
through the conversation he 
warns against getting hopes 
too high or making any con¬ 
crete promises because of un¬ 
predictable weather in the re¬ 
gion. 

''We're going to get as much 
progress as we can for the 
Summer Games," says Marz. 
"We'll do our best to make sure 
the event comes off as a memo¬ 
rable one." 
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MLA Richard Marz says that 
only bad weather can stand 
in the way of the construc¬ 
tion on Hwy. 2A if he has his 
way.

The public through the Task 
Force wanted to make a presen¬ 
tation to the committee to point 
out the problem and the possi¬ 
bility of realigning with another 
region that falls into the natu¬ 
ral traffic and commerce flow of 
North/ South. The Task force 
told the committee last month 
they knew what the problems 
were in the area but needed 
more time to consult with the 
public and other RHA's as to 
what the solution should Ere. 

Moore-Anderson says there 
has been some serious discus¬ 
sion with the Calgary Regional 
Health Authority (CRHA) re¬ 
garding a possible realignment 
with them. However, although 
there is discussion, neither re¬ 
gion is prepared to go to the 
review committee and commit. 

The Task force is expecting 
confirmation of a meeting be¬ 


tween the board members and 
administration of a meeting be¬ 
tween themselves and the CRHA 
to further talk of realignment. 

Moore-Anderson says she is 
cautiously optimistic that some¬ 
thing can be worked out be¬ 
tween the two regions. 

"There is definitely nothing 
finalized there,” she said. 

It is suspected the reason the 
request was denied is that the 
Minister wants the committee 
to report back to his office by 
the end of this month. Moore- 
Anderson calls this the "end of 
the beginning," meaning after 
all the research the committee 
must 8tart to understand and 
come up with the solutions to 
the problems that were brought 
to their attention in their tour 
of all of the health regions across 
the province.

Land near hospital 
could be sold

The much talked about, but 
never quite sold piece of land 
north of the hospital is once 
again under negotiation for sale. 

The town received four offers 
to purchase the four acre piece 
of property located at the end of 
23 Ave. They accepted one offer 
in their last council meeting. 

But, Robert Wigg, town de¬ 
velopment officer, cautions 
that an acceptance doesn't al¬ 
ways mean a deal is done, as 
has happened in the past with 
that particular piece of land. 
It has been on the sale block 
for more than a year and a half 
and has numerous times been 
conditionally sold. 

Wigg says although he is un¬ 
able to reveal any specific de¬ 
tails, like the name of the pur¬ 
chaser, he says the administra¬ 
tion is proceeding with negotia¬ 
tions. He adds that there are 
many conditions from both the 
town and the purchaser that 
depend on the final sale and 
development agreement being 
signed. 


The process involved will start 
with the acceptance of the offer. 
Then, the purchaser is planning 
on doing market research to deter¬ 
mine what sort of need there is and 
for what kind ofdevelopment. Next, 
the purchaser or developer must 
present to the development officer 
final drawings of the proposed de¬ 
velopment and all the other neces¬ 
sary paper work. After, a binding 
development agreement is signed 
and permits are ready, a develop¬ 
ment can go through. 

Wigg says all along the way 
both the town and the potential 
purchaser must comply to certain 
conditions. 

"These are the things we need 
to negotiate with the purchaser 
sot hat the purchaser and the 
town's interests are being pro¬ 
tected," says Wigg. 

The land is currently zoned 
as R2 (general residential) 
which could include multi-fam¬ 
ily housing units. 

"The negotiations are cur¬ 
rently going on to be sure a 
quality development is put 
there," he says.

next step will be to send a letter 
directly to the Minister of 
Health, Halvar Jonson, to rein¬ 
force the presentation asking 
for a restructure boundary. 

Moore Anderson says she is 
confident that the Didsbury 
area's concerns fall within the 
criteria set by the government 
that outline the reasons for a 
boundary change. 

She is asking the public of 
the Didsbury and District Task 
Force area to also express their 
support of the ideas and she 
says the more people who send 
a message, the louder that mes¬ 
sage will be to the minister. 

"The time has come for the 
public to express their sup¬ 
port of what we are doing 
again," says Moore-Anderson.

Local RCMP Sergeant to retire

Sgt. Ray Gaultier has spent 
most of his life with the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police, but 
now it's time to move on. 

Gaultier accepted a retire¬ 
ment package last month and 
has decided to turn in his badge, 
but he will take many adventur¬ 
ous memories with him. 

"I've never had a problem com¬ 
ing to work. It's always differ¬ 
ent. I've never, never, never been 
bored," says Gaultier. 

Gaultier joined the force at 
age 19 in 1969 when he left his 
family's farm in Manitoba. His 
father had encouraged him to 
spread his wings and discover 
and what better way than to let 
the RCMP transfer him all over 
the country sending him on 
many memorable assignments 
all over the country. 

After spending a few months 
in Regina, Sask., Gaultier was 
transferred to Parliament Hill 
in Ottawa. 

"It was great. You were basi¬ 
cally the ambassador to the peo¬ 
ple who come to Canada," he 
says 30 years later. 

Gaultier was then assigned 
to the plain clothes unit to guard 
the Prime Minister and later his 
wife. Ottawa was a whole new 
experience for the Constable. 

"It was certainly an educa¬ 
tion for me coming from a rural 
background," he says. 

Gaultier began to get the itch 
to do more active police work. 
After working traffic for over a 
year he asked to be transferred 
to a detachment closer to his 
western roots. He was assigned 
to McLennan, Alta., where he 
says he felt more involved in the 
kind of police work he had al¬ 
ways imagined doing. 

He says the one big difference 
between Ottawa and the rural 
settings of the West was how 
often he had to change his pants. 
Gaultier laughs when he tells 
the story that when on Parlia¬ 
ment Hill one pair of police is¬ 
sued trousers would last weeks 
before needing to be cleaned. In 
the Northern terrain of Alberta 
he says he often went through 
two or three pairs of pants on a 
shift. It was symbolic that he 
was more involved in the grass¬ 
roots police worked he had 
wanted to do. 

Gaultier bounced around Al¬ 
berta detachments gaining valu-

able experience. In the mean¬ 
time, he had married and was 
now the proud father of three 
children. He began to look for 
something a little more perma¬ 
nent. 

"I kind of wanted something 
where I could be home most 
every night," he says. He was 
promoted to Corporal and trans¬ 
ferred to Pincher Creek where 
he stayed for nine years. 

By 1990 he took another pro¬ 
motion to Sergeant and was 
given the run of the Fort McLeod 
detachment. 

In 1994 he began to look for 
a detachment in Central Alberta 
that he could settle into that 
was centrally located should his 
now college aged children want 
to go to school. 

Didsbury became home. 

"I'd always liked this area... 
My idea of police work is basi¬ 
cally what you see me doing in 
Didsbury," says Gaultier. 

He says that because he grew 
up on a farm he really likes 
being around the rural atmos¬ 
phere. 

"Probably my favorite type of 
person is still the farmer or 
rancher because of his genuine 
belief in the system." 

People, in every aspect, are 


Gaultier's favorite part of being 
an R.C.M.P. officer. He says 
that is what he'll miss most 
when he leaves. One thing he 
won't miss... 

"If I can help it the next 
thing I'll do will have nothing 
to do with paper work. I want 
to get as far away from paper 
as I can," he laughs. In fact, 
his future plans could even 
include some type of labor. He 
is currently enjoying the 
building of his new house in 
Didsbury and plans to stay 
here for now. 

"I like the area and I'd like to 
stay and I probably will. But, 
who knows what could happen 
down the road." 

He believes the people in this 
town and in the RCMP force 
have welcomed him with such 
warmth that it is going to be 
hard to leave his job. 

His final days with the RCMP 
will be towards the middle of 
September before he bums up 
some accumulated holiday time. 
Officially his retirement date is 
December 4. 

Didsbury will welcome his 
replacement, Ron Platz who 
will transfer in from Swan 
Hills September 1. Watch the 
Review for more information 


on Platz and his arrival early 
next month. 

Meanwhile, Gaultier is pack¬ 
ing up and wrapping up with 
final details. But, he says, 
"Would I do it all over again? In 
a minute. Without a doubt."

But 
really, it is hard to imagine in most cases that the young buck standing across from you may ever 
be weak or really in need of your help. I think the love Vivianne and Grandpa share is on a whole 
different plain. Grandpa has Lupus, cancer and is frail, all be it the most handsome, groom. 
Vivianne struggles with Schizophrenia and failing health. Yet, despite these things they still can 
see through it all and bare each other's burdens and love each other's souls until the end of time. 
That's love, real love for a person and not an ideal. 

Years of their lives seemed to dissipate and they both looked, and probably felt, younger than 
they have in years. Grandpa's smile and Vivianne's adoring eyes looking at him subdued any 
doubt among the family that this was the right thing for them to do. 

It was encouraging for someone who comes from a divorced family to see that love truly is the 
breath of life and not only can you have it at any age, but you need it. It gave me a new perspective. 

There are some who disagree with the idea of a second marriage after a divorce saying that 
it goes against the will of God. I disagree. I believe it was the will of God that Vivianne and 
Grandpa find each other. I believe it is the will of God that no one should be lonely if they need 
not be. I believe it is the will of God that love, at any age, can be shared.

Having just returned from 
two weeks holiday, I can hon¬ 
estly say this year I did have a 
"vacation".

Up there, you are 
pretty much vulnerable to any¬ 
thing ... an earthquake could 
occur, rock slides happen every 
day somewhere in the moun¬ 
tains, I could slip while cross¬ 
ing the river, or even a large 
grizzly bear could decide to visit 
our tiny little tent in the back 
woods. Perhaps because of 
these kinds of hazards, people 
seem more aware of the beauty 
around them. There is NO lit¬ 
tering. There is no loud and 
annoying music. Any kids on 
the trail have been brought up 
to respect the wilderness. And 
people are so very, very friendly. 

I recall climbing up one side 
of a mountain and down and up 
another and finally reaching 
the iceline ridge that over¬ 
looked the whole valley, where 
glaciers could be seen all around 
me, and some we would walk 
right beside. I was pooped! And 
here at the top of the mountain 
was a party of hikers in their 
mid to late 50's. We chatted for 
a while. The one woman shared 
with me that this was her sixth 
time on this mountain, she 
comes back every year. The en¬ 


ergy she had amazed me, but I 
understood completely what 
she was saying. Only here, on 
what felt to me to be up on top 
of the world, where you could 
see virtually everything unique 
and spectacular in nature could 
I really feel the happiness of 
being alive. 

In her late 50's, this woman 
(and many more like her) has 
found a way to relieve stress, to 
be happy and to enjoy life. The 
satisfaction of achievement 
along with taking in all of na¬ 
ture's wonders was in itself, a 
mental wellness activity. The 
saying, "you are only as old as 
you feel" is so true, particularly 
when you can find ways to stay 
young, healthy and happy at 
heart. Hanging out on the side 
of a mountain is definitely NOT 
everyone's cup of tea, but I truly 
believe that we need to search 
out those things in life that can 
best be described as touching 
our inner soul. This is the goal 
of ensuringone’s mental health.

A new school with a new direction 

For Gerhard Janz it was a simple choice to leave 
retirement and start teaching again, after all he had 
seen the school.

The school will act as a day school for Christian 
students and will serve as a means of educating them 
in the Christian way, a way says Janz that does not 
exist in the public system. 

Janz says that the school's mission statement 
reflects the values that they will pass on to their 
students. It says, "The purpose of the Spruce Ridge 
Christian School is to assist the Christian family in 
cooperation with local church in training their children intellectually, physically, 
socially and spiritually towards maturity and responsible individuals." 

We want to offer Christian parents a school that teaches the whole system," says 
Janz. "Something the public system does not." 

Janz says this is because the spiritual dimension is lacking. 

Janz says this year they are expecting 20 to 30 students, and are now in the 
process of getting the school ready for the new year. 

The school is only funded as a private school so there is a tuition of $120 per month 
for the first student per family, $100 for the second child, $80 for the third, and any 
child after the third attends for free. Janz points out that financial assistance is 
available. 

Registrations are still being accepted for new students, and classes start 
September 2. 


The case of the disappearing!reappearing cement block 

Driving down Main Street has been somewhat of an adventure of 
late. 

First the cement blocks at the intersection of 19th Ave. and 20th 
Street were taken out. 

According to Wes Yoeman, director of engineering and operational 
service with the town office, they were taken out to help beautify the 
town. 

"It was part of the downtown improvement campaign," says Yoeman. 
But problems arose. 

It seems drivers need the large cement reminder that they must 
come to a complete stop at the beckoning of the four way stop signs. 

"When the signs were taken down we got a lot of complaints from business owners and 
residents of people running the signs," says Yoeman. 

This in spite of the fact that stop signs remained on each comer, and that the town had 
painted "STOP" on the pavement. 

So after only two weeks the concrete blocks are back, not really adding any beauty to the 
downtown area. 

"We are open to suggestions that people have," says Yoeman. 

He agrees that something acting as a median may be necessary, and the option of a traffic 
light has come up but Yoeman concedes a light would not be beautifying either. 

"I guess it's too bad that drivers just don't pay attention when they drive," says Yoeman. 
"Even people who have lived here for a long time ran the stop signs when the cement blocks 
were taken out." 


Special volunteers needed 

Evan Tippe is a special needs child. He 
appears to be just like any other four 
year old, but neurologically he is about 
two years old. 

His parents recently went to the Insti¬ 
tute for Achievement of Human Poten¬ 
tial in Philadelphia, Pa to learn new 
techniques that will help their son, who 
had meningitis when he was 10 days old. 

The trip was paid for through generous 
donations from the Elks and Lion's Clubs 
as well as two other sponsors. 

The Tippe's were taught how to "pat¬ 
tern" Evan in order to help him become 
neurologically organized. The goal of 
patterning is to help Evan's neurological 
age catch up to his chronological age. 

Patterning is an exercise in which 
three people move his limbs and head in 
order to simulate a cross pattern crawl. 

It is not exercise for Evan, it simply teaches his brain what it is like to 
use the right and left sides of his brain harmoniously. If both sides are 
not working well together it can affect vision, hearing and tactile 
abilities. And if there is a break in the way the brain receives these 
messages they affect mobility, speech and manual competence. So it is 
very important that the brain's input is not distorted, otherwise the 
output will also be distorted. 

Evan is also learning reading, math and encyclopedia knowledge and 
he loves this. Nutrition and respiration are also implemented. 

The course in Philadelphia is a common sense approach to rehabili¬ 
tation. Since Evan's dad works during the day, Cindy Tippe is seeking 
volunteers to help her during the day. Anyone can do patterning, no 
special medical training is required. Eventually she wants to include six 
to eight hours a day of patterning. 

The Tippe's are very excited and feel for the first time since his 
problems began that there really is hope for Evan. Anybody interested 
in learning about this process can call Cindy Tippe.

Ryan Dodd of Olds is an ex¬ 
tremely talented and dedicated 
water-skier. In fact, so much so 
that he was given the opportu¬ 
nity to go to The Canada Sum¬ 
mer Games with Team Alberta. 

So what's special about Dodd 
besides the fact he can ski on 
water as easily as some would 
walk on pavement?

And this August, a television 
star, Jennifer Aniston of 
Friends fame, has made the 
move to star in the big screen 
movie Picture Perfect. Aniston 
is very good in a movie that 
follows the typical romantic 
comedy format.

But the story takes a refresh¬ 
ing turn, and Aniston redeems 
her character and proves that 
she does have what it takes to 
carry a big movie. 

The plot revolves around

If you don't have the chance 
to drive to the nearest cinema, 
why not make the home VCR 
come to life with a worthwhile 
rental? 

My tip for a newer release if 
you haven't already seen it, is 
the much hyped and talked about 
Scream. Scream is Wes Cra¬ 
ven's, the man who brought us 
the Nightmare on Elm Street, 
answer to all his own genre. 

The movie has a stellar cast 
of young stars that all of us will 
get to know better in the next 
few years including Neve 
Campbell of TVs Party of Five, 
newcomer Skeet Ulrich, and 
another Friends star Courtney 
Cox. Also making a fleeting ap¬ 


pearance in the movie is Drew 
Barrymore, in a role that pits 
her as a screaming teenage vic¬ 
tim. 

Scream is smarter than your 
average slasher flick, and ties in 
humorous jabs at other horror 
movies including Halloween and 
Nightmare on Elm Street. Keep 
an eye open, if you can, for 
special cameos by some of Cra¬ 
ven's best horrific creations. 

But a warning if you are at 
all the type of person to get a 
little jumpy watching a horror 
movie, watch it with a friend, 
not alone on a rainy night. Be¬ 
cause it does tend to frighten. 

If horror movies are not your 
style and the new arrivals rack 
is looking pretty picked over, 
make your way over to the dra¬ 
mas for the wonderfully roman¬ 
tic A Room with a View, Mer¬ 
chant-Ivory Productions 1986 
movie about one English wom¬ 
an's trip to Italy and her unwill¬ 
ingness to surrender to the pas¬ 
sions that the beautiful country 
awakens in her. It is a wonder¬ 
fully shot film, shot in and 
around Florence, and is real 
treat for anyone who is a hope¬ 
less romantic and loves all things 
Italian.
